jterday and its proceedings will arouse 
in specially in view of the 
ossibility of a representative attend. 

The 
efforts made to secure this Fepresenta- 
tion have been partially successful. 
‘There can be little doubt that at this 
juncture it is exceedingly desirable 
for the Chinese Government to be 
fortified by a definite expression of 
opinion from the Congress on the 
various important questions which 
will come under review. The draft 
constitution has been so thoroughly 
examined in the course of its passage 
through the Kuomintang’s delibera- 
ive machinery that there is ground 
for the Belief that it will receive 
favourable treatment at the hands of 
the Congress. Whether the Congress 
will be able’ to take some steps for 
further ‘consolidating relations | be- 
tween the Government and the Can- 
ton elements remains {o be seen. To 
the outsider It would seem that every

‘mon resolve to which purely sectional 
considerations should. be subordin- 
ated. ‘The strong” individuality of 
Chinese leaders has perhaps militated

preclude some ‘firm alignment of 
sympathies on the basis of which the 
Government may smoothly develop 
the national policy.

Nanking, Nov. 8. 


‘Telegrams in support of the new 
monetary policy of the Government

the country. 

Interviewed, a spokesman of the 
‘Ministry of Finance sald that since 
the enforeement of the monetary re~ 
form decreed by the Government, the

‘Stabitising Commodity Prices 


‘A committee for the stabilization of| 
commodity prices was formally in- 
augurated here yesterday under the 
Jolnt auspices of the Nanking Muni- 
‘cipal Government, the Nanking Gen- 
darmerie Headquarters, the Metro- 
politan Police Department, the Nan- 
king Clty Chamber of Commeree, and 
the various commercial and industria! 
guilds and associations at the capital 


Following the ceremony, the frst 
meeting of the committee’ was held, 
when the regulations governing its 
organization were adopted. For the 
time being, it is learnt, the work of 
the committee will be confined to the 
stabilization of the prices of rice, 
‘wheat, flour, charcoal, oll, sugar, gen: 
‘eral provisions, and money exchange, 

‘Measures for the stabilization of the 
subsidiary currency are ‘elng  en- 
forced in Kiangsu and Cheklang. Io 
‘8 public notice, the Klangsu Provin- 
lal Government announces that 
henceforth one dollar (in legal tender 
note) shall be exchanged for twelve 
10-eent dimes (small -money); “each 
‘dime, being equivalent to 30 coppers. 


Currengy Measures 


According to a resolution adopted 
by the Hangchow City Chamber of 
Commerce, one dollar ig exchangeable 
for 12 10-cent dimes (small. money), 
but each dime is exchangeable for 
only 25 coppers.

Reforms Accepted in North 
Peiping, Nov. 11. 

‘The monetary reforms’ introduced| 
by the Chinese Government have 
been accepted fairly quietly on all] 
sides in North China. 

Whereas ten years ago silver wa 
invariably demanded up-country, notes 
have now been circulating for’ some| 
time, and it is expected that the

If the Japanese intend to bring in! 
‘much Japanese capital, they will 
obviously prefer to do so at par| 
rather than at a premium. 

If, on the other hand, they intend|

Chinese industrialists with Chinese

Pious memory is moved to-day in 
salute of the dead whose labour 
were crowned seventeen years ago by 
the termination of a titanic struggle. 
‘That duty is discharged by the 
tribute of silence to them and by: 
association in efforts made to s 
that their living comrades on whom 
the years have hardly pressed are 
helped in their need. Poppies are 
sold and bought in the streets of 
‘Shanghai this morning to bear wit~ 
ness to this solemn feeling of obliga- 
tion. This year the solemnity is| 
accentuated, for, unhappily, fears| 
est the sacrifices commemorated 
should ultimately be proved vain 
have become oppressive. It is not 
meet, this morning, to apportion, 
blame. Imminence of failure may | 
seem starkly clear, Yet, so long] 
‘as mankind can preserve | its 
sense of balance and the spirit 
which is especially invoked to-day, | 
hope should not be abandoned. 
It Is not enough to emphasize the 
‘amazing development of the power. 
of destruction which the passage of, 
these seventeen years has seen. 
‘That thought must, it is true, give 
statesmen ground for serious reflec~ 
tion before they lightly accept the 
inevitability of another ordeal com= 
pared with which the horrors of 
the Jast War would be trivial. ‘The 
desire to mobilize the world for 
peace must be based on more com- 
elling influences. Never in the 
history of civilization has man. 
allowed himself to be daunted by, 











the threat of disaster or personal} 


suffering. The true line of policy is 
not by way of escape, but rather by 
the definite invasion of the un- 
charted territory of peace-éon- 
struction . in collective endeavour 
In his speech at the Lord Mayor's 
Banquet on Saturday, Sir Samuel 
Hoare pledged the support of his. 
fellow-countrymen to that enter- 
prise. In so doing he was speaking, 
not as a member of a Party Gov- 
ernment, facing an immediate elec- 
tion, but as the spokesman of the: 
nation. 

Fearlessness, indeed, is the quality, 
most in request to-day. It is ap- 
propriately commended when  s0 
many are consecrating anew theit 
gratitude to the honoured Dead for; 
‘whom Cenotaphs stand bewreathed 
and beflagged in nearly every coun- 
try. In this common rite, it is pos- 
sible to strengthen the teal com- 
ip of humanity, for it takes 
ount of victors or vanquished. 
It recognizes alone the common 
bond uniting ally with ally and foe| 
with foe—their eternal fellowship. 
The one interpretation of  their| 
sacrifices—diverse and conflicting in 
the flesh—remains: vindication of 
the divinity in man, Beside that! 
thought all else is empty. So should| 
the wisdom of statesmanship, the| 
caution of rulers and the aspira- 
tions of peoples be attuned to the 
common, task of securing the 
foundations of peace and harmony. 
‘National and ther particularist pas- 
sions have their proper place in the 
cultural progress of the world. They 
have, unwittingly pethaps, become 
excessively irksome by the pres- 
sure of economic and political dif-| 
ficulties in reconstruction. That they | 
should be allowed on their own ac- 
count to create insuperable barriers| 
to’ the beneficent processes of that 
essential experience is surely un- 
thinkable. ‘The troubled world to- 
day offers cold comfort, for the 
dangers of aggressive nationalism| 
are all too blatant. That should not 
induce despair, or reckless im- 
provisation. It should rather incite 
tho nations to greater and more sus- 
tained endeavour in the pursult of 
their common security. 

Nearly two hundred years ago! 
Immanuel Kant, the great German 
philosopher, discussed the possibili- 
ties of “Perpetual Peace”. His condi- 
tions precedent, lald down that

ministration of another, 
He thus arrived at the conclusion 
that the only absolute security for 
peace would be a world republic 
Jwhich he recognized was impractic- 
fable. His alternative, which he ad- 
mitted was “second-best”, was a 
federation of self-governing com- 
‘munities for the purpose of averting 
war. Herein may be perceived the| 
‘germ of the idea from which the 
League of Nations has sprung. The 
[League must ruefully agree that, at| 
present, it falls short either’ of 
/Kant's definition or of the conditions 
which he prescribed, but its con- 
ception comprises ‘the essential 
principles of whatever will be the 
ultimate solution of the world’s. 
[peace problem. Whether it fails or| 
succeeds, that fact is clear. Kant 
‘went on to say: 

When selfish and capricious 
autocracles are replacod by self- 
governing institutions, anew 
system of relations between states 
will become posible, ...Nature 
points towards peace for 
harmony spring trom discord, 
against the will of man. She Alls 
the earth with contiguous peoples, 
who gradually realize their common 
interests....Man cannot get away| 
from the idea of right. 

However grimly realities may iook 
in the light of this philosophy, it is 
‘brilliantly confirmed by the simple 
fact that even the most shameless 
‘aggressor attempts, while ostensibly 
enthroning the sanction of force, to 
justity his acts by invoking some 
moral principle in thelr support. 
The League and those who adhere| 
to its Covenant, will have to face 
‘many perplexities, incur the risk of 
‘many inconsistencies before thelr 
principles can be clothed with com- 
plete authority. It is easy to point 
to the failures. On this Remem- 
brance Day, with the spectre of war 
{still triumphant, the occasion should 
be taken to inspire hope through the 
‘successes of which evidence is not 
wanting. Such an effort is all the 
more meét since, with the com= 
jradeship of the trenches, there must| 
}be recaptured the tolerance, com: 

[passion and selfless. courage which 
falone can exorcise recrimination, 
suspicion and rancour—the bane of 
}war-haunted mankind to-day.

CHINESE UNITY 


Nov. 7. 


The efforts which have beet 
made to secure fully representative 
attendance at the Fifth National 
Congress of the Kuomintang next 
week are reported to be mecting 
with some success. Delegates have 
been sent to Canton to secure the 
personal presence of General Chen 
‘Chi-tang and General Li Tsung-jen 
at Nanking. It is now definitely 
asserted that General Li Tsung-jen 
‘has decided to fly to the capital for 
‘the Congress. General Chen Chi- 
‘tang still finds himself unable to 
Jeome, but he is understood to be 
sending a personal representative, 
Other prominent South-Western 
leaders are also being acquainted 
with ‘the earnest desire of the 
Nanking authorities for a real de- 
monstration of unity. Rapproche- 
ment between Canfon and Navking 
fhas s0 long been a subject of anxious 
discussion at the periodical gather- 
ings of the Kuomintang that it 
‘would be rash too readily to expect 
‘any marked change in a relation- 
ship which has respectably acquired 
the sanction of usage. Preserving a 
‘nominal link with the Government 
‘the South-Western provinces have 
adopted an actual position of in- 
dependence, to which the Govern- 
ment, in its turn, has shown a 
benevolent tolerance in accordance 
with its established policy. ‘The 
situation has its difficulties, but they 
have been usually bridged by an 
amiable regard for the principle of 
“live and let live." Admittedly, 
‘much of the diffidence in Canton is 
ue to an inability to appreciate the 
aims of the Government at Nan- 
king. In particular General Chiang 
/Kai-shek’s political influence is not 
entirely satisfactory to Canton, 
‘Memories of the disagreement with 
Mr. Hu Han-min are not altogether 
}dead and although ‘the -Generalis- 
simo has been able to dissipate 
much of the suspicion which pre- 
viously kept the two schools of 
‘thought apart, complete acceptance 
of his guidance is not yet endorsed 
in Canton. 

‘The present gathering at Nanking 
has however made certain progress 
toward unity. General Yen Hsi- 
‘shani and General Feng Yu-hsiang 
have appeared in thelr proper 
places as State Councillors. It 
General Chen Chi-tang could have. 
found his way to Nanking with 
General Li ‘Tsung-jen, General 
Chiang Kai-shek would have found 
‘himself in company with four com- 
manders, who, after himself, might 
be considered ta be the most 
Jeminent in China today, albeit one 
‘of them has been in virtual retire- 
ment since 1980. ‘The National 
‘Congress will have before it the 
consideration of the Draft Con- 


























stitution, If it passes it, then, ac- 
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summoned People’s Congress next| 
March will be invited to give final| 
approval to a document which form~ 
ally marks the end of the period| 
of tutelage as soon as it be enforced. 
‘The People's.Congress will not be 
exclusively Kuomintang in com- 
Position. It is intended to comprise 
Jeading’ men and women of all 
jon, ‘Prominent com- 
magnates, philosophers, 
scholars and thinkers, for whom 
politics can never’be aitractive, are 
likely to be given the opportunity 
of adding thelr volee to the People’ 
Congress as it deliberates on the 
Constitution under which China is 
expected to proceed in fulfilment of 
her national destiny. For that 
reason alone the desire to secure a 
representative delegation from Can- 
fon is fully justified. No constitu 
tion can find practical expression 
unless it be buttressed by the 
greatest measure of national unity 
{in its support. 

‘But, apart from the Constitution, 
the present discussions at Nanking 
must have dealt with other and no 
less important questions of national 
policy, ‘The Government has just 
taken a step forward to improve the 
scope of its efforts toward economic 
reconstruction. It is confronted on 
that issue with a vital problem of 
foreign policy. Accepting the 
view that economic co-operation 
with Japan is essential to stability, 
it has been engaged in various 
negotiations with that end in vies 
either diplomatically or commer 
clally, ‘This policy has been ex- 
posed to criticism and has aroused 
uneasiness. Mr. Wang Ching-wei 
and General Chiang Kai-shek have 
adopted it with careful apprecia- 
tion of the actualities of the situa- 
tion. ‘They may well feel that in 
assessing its full implications they 
should have some assurance of 
‘support from those regions which 
are, for various reasons, not so 
closely in touch with Nanking as 
is desirable when a major political 
issue is under consideration, Look- 
ing back on recent events, it is 
possible, too, that General Chiang 
Kal-shek may be disposed to de- 
mand that the responsibility for 
defining Sino-Japanese relations 
should not rest exclusively on the 
shoulders of Mr. Wang Ching-wei 
and himself. If definitions have to 
be framed, it is well to know how 
extensive they have to be and still 
receive the unanimous endorsement 
of the Kuomintang as a whole. Tt 
is pertinent here to observe that| 
certain fugitive _pronouncenients 
from non<diplomatic Japanese 
‘sources have raised issues on which 
‘any Government would be right in 
expecting some kind of a mandate 
from its supporters. Naturally it 
‘wotlld be impossible for the leaders 
of the Kuomintang to discuss this 
delicate problem in public. They 
may be content with a general de- 
monstration of unity and with a 
‘comprehensive but discreetly word- 
ed. resolution. What they are 
entitled to obtain is some precise 
appreciation of the trend of thought 
in Canton and the North so that, 
when the Congress is dissolved and 
they have to resume the burden of 
directing China's policy, they can 
be generally seized of the prevail- 
ing currents of opinion in that re~ 
gard.

SILVER CLAUSES

True Science Not a Monopoly: Humanity Universal 
and Beneficial to All Creeds

ast 100 years was described by Dr. 
Wu Lin-ieh. Director of the National 
Quarantine Service, at the ceremony, 
fm connection with the celebration of 
the 100th anniversary of the Canton 
Hospital and the 50th anniversary of 
the beginning of Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s| 
medical and revolutionary work here.

‘The Big “Shot” of the Party 

Mr. Ernest Schafer was the hun-| 
ter. We passed him at Wasikow.| 
‘one day out from Tachienlu. He had 
just returned from the lifts above 
the village having shot two fine 
specimens of goral, but in doing so| 
he had rolled from the cli! giving| 
himself a nasty twist. He was most 
cheerful and regaled us as we dined 
together with his many adventures 
in-and around Jyekundo, 


There is no question whatever 
about this young German being the 
finest hunter ever seen on the steppes 
of Central Asia, Absolutely fearless, 
danger and excitement seemed to be| 
hhis natural elements: he loves them.| 
He started collecting trom the ‘time 
he left Chengtu and was still at it 
when we met him in  Wasikow, 
‘more than twelve months later. Far 
to the north of Jyekundo, when 
alone, he shot a wild yak weighing 
over 2,000 Ib. the skin of which was 
more than “a yak load. Leaving 
Jyekundo with 25 yak, a number of| 
horses and mules, and several hun-| 
ters, he started on a 250 mile trek 
in search of the wild yak near the 
head waters of the Yangtze. With, 
very little knowledge of the Chinese| 
Tanguage and less of the Tibetan, 
this fine young German sportsman | 
left the camp one day and set out 
alone. ‘Three months later when he| 
returned Duncan had gone back to| 
Tachienlu for rupees "and so the 
young German hunter had to hang| 
around, ‘till hunting, till the money 
was paid to get him out of bond. 
‘The expedition had to borrow money: 
from a Lagshan in Jyekundo to pur-_ 
chase the animals in the caravan and 
until this was repaid someone had

‘On the Way to Shanghai 

‘The young Nazi storm trooper is| 
still at Waslkow but on his way’ to 
Shanghai and his home in Germany,| 
For the Dolan Expedition he prot 
ably secured the finest collection 
of animals and birds ever  taken| 
from Central Asia. Away up on 
what is known as the Great North- 
ern Plain of Tibet he shot five 
Anches representing two genera and| 
three species, but s0 terrible are the| 
climatic conditions under which these 
birds live that only the keenest 
selentist ‘could note any’ difterenes| 
—in one case this only was done by| 
‘counting the feathers and noting the 
peculiar chirp. ‘The severe condi 
tions under which the little finches 
lived made miutation almost an im- 
Possibility. 

‘All alone this young German 200- 
logist made a close study of the} 
Wapiti and its apparent migration| 
northeast and northwest "and 
similarity to the North American| 
deer. At a point where the Yangtz 
hhas its source he came. upon an ins 
teresting bear pocket in which hi 
found numerous animals including| 
the ‘grizzly, the mouse-eating bear 
‘and other species, 

Far to the north and almost in the| 
region of the Tsaldam he. shot a| 
Jchiru, a Tibetan antelope, similar ta 
Pantholops hodgsonit. 1 believe this 
jereature has been described by an 
Englishman, a German and a Rus-| 
sian, but young Schafer believes the 
chira he shot is not quite the same. 
In this district he also shot an} 
argali, the big horned sheep inhabl- 
tating’ the mountains of -northern| 
Asia; the head of this creature alone} 
weighed forty pounds. Around Jye-| 
kundo and the upper reaches of the| 
Yolung ine shot the red deer, white] 
Jdeer and numerous wild ass, 


Prisoner for Debt 


Mr. Schafer got back to Jyekundo 
on August 7, to find himselt more| 
or less a prisoner for the debts in| 
cuired by the expedition. Mr. Dun- 
can however, was able to get money| 
sent in from Tachienlu ‘and Mr. 
Schafer started out for Sechu. where} 
he had to vorrow Rs. 1,000 from a 
frierdly Chinese official’ to get his 
jcaravan Aon to the border. How 
was able to do such things in the! 
very heart of Asia will ever remain 
a mystery. Messrs. Schafer and 
‘Dunean aze on their way to Yachow! 
with over 100 cases of rare and in= 
teresting animals and birds. 

‘When the three explorers, Messrs, 
Dunean, Schafer, and Dolan, » meet| 
‘again, probably on the top of the! 
Broadway Mansions, so gratised will 
they be at seeing’ each other that| 
they will all unite in singing “The| 
Star-Spangled Banner” and "Deutseh- 
land, Deutschland uber Alles.” 

‘The caravan was made up of Atty! 
yak thirteen horses ‘and mules, and 
hhineteen men. ‘The daily cost_was| 
Rs. 78 including wages, and averaged 
about Rs, 3,000 per “month, Ani- 
mals constantly had to be bought, 
sold, or given away, and so danger-| 
ous was the high ‘country. through 
which the expedition travetiod that] 
bractically every man in the caravan 
carried arms. 

Attacked with Hatehet 

Jn the upper waters of the Yalung! 
the expedition daily was open to 
broadsides from the wild - robber- 
loving Ngoloks and further east the| 
wild lawless Ngaba. That no. mem-| 
ber suffered in any way, apart from| 
Pecuniary embarrassment, is indeed| 
remarkable. One 






































to recognize the Storm Trooper in 
this zoological Nazi and the savage 
Tibetan was ‘thankful he escaped 
with his life. Such little ineldents 
had quite a Masonic effect on the 
caravan and sometimes took’ the 
place of rupees, cigarettes, and 
suse. 

In the last Dolan Expedition there 
was considerable loss through care- 
lessness and ignorance and many 
valuable ‘skins had to be discarded, 
Mr, Schafer Is determined that this 
will not happen again so will prob- 
ably accompany the cases to. the 
Academy of Natural Sciences of 
Philadelphia, 

It speaks well for foreign influence 
in ‘the heart of Asia that the ex- 
edition was able on occasions 10 
secure from complete strangers 
several thousands of rupees to keep 
the caravan alive and® going. On one 
oceasion Mr. C. C. Gu, who was on 
a visit of inspection ’ advanced. the 
expedition $500 at the lonely. outpost 
of Jyekundo. But for the kindliness 
and friendliness of the many Chin- 
ese officials en route, this remark- 
able expedition would have ‘been a 
complete ‘washout. ‘The money war 
‘sent by the Chinese Post Ome, from 
‘Shanghai to Chengtu, Tachienlu and 
to dJyekundo in the’ very heart of 
Asia, 

‘Mr. A. T. Calencross lett Tachientu 
for “Yachow this morning. ‘Mr. 
Cairneross has been in the city only 
‘2 few days and came to the border 
in connection with the Government's 
new road building scheme in Sze- 
chuen. ‘A native of Toronto he took 
his training in civil engineering in 
Queen's College, Kingston. ‘The call 
to the East came to Mr. Calrneross 
in a rather peculiar way, He was 
attending a Young Peoples Convene 
lon in Ontario at which Mr. Endi- 
cott from West China was speaking. 
So impressed was Mr, Caimneross 
with the young orator that after the 
Convention they became fast frlends 
and during thelr felendship. Mr.

HAILSTORM SWELLS 
FLOOD WATERS 


Many More Towns Flooded 
in North Kiangsu 
Hsuchow, Nov. 7. 

As a result of the heavy hailstorm 
during the past few days, the flood 
‘waters of the Kang River in Hatchow 
have been pouring into the Hsiangbel 
River, which has since risen consi- 
‘erably. 

Due to the pounding of the waters, 
several portions of the bank of the 
river have collapsed and the waters 
are spreading in all directions. All 
the low-lying lands on the two sides 
of the River, where the breaches 
Occurred, are ‘now four of five feet 
under water and many places hitherto 
lunaffected aro also inundated, these 
laces including Tunghukow, Shinkuo- 
chin, Tsaillfang, “Tsowangho,  Shan- 
tung, and several other districts, 

‘Toe danger of the ccllapse af the 
north-western part of the city wall 
of Peihsien has not yet passed, as the 
waters besieging it have so far shown 

signs of receding, although the 
wall is being subjected to less heavy 
Dressure than before. According to 
8 telegram received here this morn- 
ing, the northern part mside the olty 
wall has been flooded by water which 
leaked in through the cracks in the 
wall and the gates, and the inhabit- 
jants thero have ali removed’ to the 
southern part of the city.

Drug and Silver Smugglers Defy Authbrities 


Insulting Letter to Magistrate 


wont Our OWN Comesroxoner 


‘Tsangchow, Oct. 29. 
uring the past week ‘a sifuation| 
has, developed in Tsangchow, which 
{is causing grave concern to the shop- 
seepers. and serious inconvenience 
and loss to small traders and the 
Poorer classes generally. In a pre- 
ylous letter I commented on the 
steady drain of silver dollars from 
this region, thanks to the apparently 
unrestricted activities of Koreans 
and others, who are to be seen any 
night or day on both slow and ex- 
press trains travelling up and down 
the ‘Tientsin-Pukow line 

‘This scandal goes on unabated and 
the authorities ‘seem hypnotized by 
thelr bare-faced defiance of the law. 
Latterly, for some unaccountable 
. there has been a remarkable 
tage of paper dollars and, as 
there is no denomination lower than 
five dollars available, "apart from 
coppers, for the purchase of dally 
necessities, the city folk are inclined 
to be panickly. 

‘Three days ago a report was start- 
ed and quickly circulated: that a body 
of 200 soldiers in plain clothes had 
arrived by train trom Tlentsin and 
‘were bent on making trouble. When 
night fell, martial law was proclaim- 
ed in the’ city and all strangers were 
closely questioned as to thelr busl- 
ness, The citizens were on the qui 
vive until well past midnight and. it 
was 2 am, before the Magistrate and 
his subordinates decided it was a 
canard and retired to rest. 


Magistrate ‘Transferred 
Our local Magistrate, Mr. Li, who 
fhas held office here for nearly ‘three 
years, lett us at the beginning of the 
‘month, having been given Irish. pro- 
motion to Wuchiang hslen, one of 
the poorest districts In the Province, 
‘about 200 Ii to the west. As might 
have been expected, he made many 
enemies ‘by his efforts drastically: to 
deal with the illlet drug  trame. 
It Js stated that some residents for- 
warded a petition of 21 counts 
‘against him to the Provinelal uu 
thorlties. ‘That brought about his 
downfall; most of the charges were 
ridiculous and trumpery and had 
there been any careful investigation 
among. those" whose opinion wi 
Worth consulting a glaring miscar- 
riage of justice might have been 
favolded. However, such is the fate 
Of ofclals, who try to do thelr Job, 
‘The .new Magistrate, Mr. Wang, 
ame’ from Wuchiang’ halon after 
handing over the seals of ofice {0 
his predecessor here. | A. scholarly: 
man, he is apparently nervous at the

Korean Lawbreakers 
Soon after his arrival he found 
himselt confronted by the thorny 
Question of the drug traders. Last 
‘month T noted the arrival during the 
summer of several Korean  deale:s 
in opium and heroin, who carried 
on a brisk sideline’ in exporting 
dollars. One of them was caught 
dy the police in possession of a 
Jarge sum in cash, which he was 
forced to exchange’ for notes before 
being conducted back to Tientsin. 
From that Port he wrote an 
dignant, insulting letter tothe 
‘Tsangchow authorities, protesting 
against their interference ‘with his 
legitimate (sic) business activities 
and threatenng to invoke the re- 
tribution of the Japanese military. 
Subsequently there appeared in the 
city an investigator who professed to 
be a newspaper man. Probably 
emboldened by bis investigatior 
the next move th this  profita 
game of exploiting interior cities 
with noxious drugs and doping the 
cduntryside was the appearance of 
four Japanese and five Koreans in 
‘Teangchow with the fixed intention 
of settling down, ‘They have set up 
@ pawnshop under cover of which 
they are doing a roaring trade in 
“pat mien.” Of this roaring trade in 
slightest doubt. Another Japanese 
with a Chinese assistant, has quar 
ters in the same street ‘and is also 
engaged in the drug traMc. 

A fortnight ago the police arrested. 
feral customers emerging from the 
swnshoP.” and found incriminating 
evidence ‘on their persons.

BRUTAL MURDER IN 
YUNNANFU 


Popular Hotel Manager 
‘Stabbed by Soldier 
rout Our Ows Constsroxsext 


Yunnanfu, Oct. 24. 

‘The whole community, Chinese as 
well as foreign, was shocked by the 
‘brutal stabbing ef Mr. E. Raznatoviteh, 
‘genial manager of the Grand Hotel 
du Commerce here. on Octobe” 18 
‘After Lingering for four days, he died 
early on October 22. It seems that 
fp soldier came to the hotel, ostensibly 
inquiring for a certain friend. Mr. 
Razatoviteh replied that no such 
guest was in’ his hotel. After 
several other ‘one of which 
was to ask his name, he - replied 
Jjokingly that foreigners do not have 
Chinese names. Thereupon the| 
soldier drew a knife and inflleted the 
fatal wound. 

‘A Chinese policeman who came to 
the rescue was also stabbed when he 
grappled with the murderer, but it 
‘was thought to be only a injury. As 
hhe also died it is new thought that 
the Knife must have been poist ted.

MANCHOUKUO ENTRY 
. NOT DIFFICULT 


Passport Requirements, Visas 
Fairly Simple 
Frost Oun Oven Comsronsent 


Mukden, Nov. & 

Passport requirements "for Man- 
choukuo are fairly simple, are 
known to shipping ‘companies and 
tourist agencies yet travellers and 
even residents returning from trips 
‘outside the country not infrequently 
have difculties. For travellers by 
train through Shanhaikuan, Antung 
of Manchouli, visas are obtained at 
the border with litte difculty, the 
feo being ¥. 10 for entrance except 
that those errying Manchoukuo resi- 
dence certifeates pay ¥2. A tran- 
sit visa good for twenty days’ costs 
¥2 but to obtain one the traveller 
must possess through tickets or other 
documentary evidence that he in- 
tends to leave the country within 
that time and must have a visa for 
his country of destination, 

‘The great majority of travellers 
enter through Dairen, Unfortunate 
ly the best train leave at 9 and 
$30 am. and as. the incoming boat 
is subject to delay by reason of bad 
jweather, a north-bound passenger 
may find that the day trains have 
left, or that there is no time to 
each the passport office before train 
me. OF couse une may wait until 
‘the afternoon express, which arrives 
in Mukden stvvt 11.'pm,, but goes 
‘no further, if the traveller elects to 
{ake the night train It should not be 
everlooked that the express arrives 
at Mukden of 5.08 am, Just too late 
to visit tho ¢srce-halle, and rather 
early for gol, 

Instances of Refusal of Entry 

Not a few  Impeluous foreigners 
have blundered in without. the. 
quired visas. Some of these have 
‘escaped notiee and some have heen 
forgiven for the breach of regulations. 
Of course there have been conspicu- 
‘ous instances of refusal of entry, 
Particularly to those who have pub- 
Usned unfavourable opinions with 
regard to Manchcukuo, It ig amus- 
ing. to note, in a recent publication, 
‘a flattering te-bute to Japan from the 
pen of a wriler whose earlier efforts 
‘had earned him the unenviable dis 
tinction of being debarred from entry 
at Dairen. 

‘To the ‘majority of foreigners the 
admission ‘of Chinese can give but 
ttle concern. “A paragraph in some

It is 
expected that water supply will. be 
available to the public in May, 1036,

Block of Shops Destroyed 


‘A ferce red_glow in the sky over 
Pootung on Saturday night mark- 
ed another serious fre in that 
istrict, First reported about 10:30 
pm, flames ‘were still visible 
from the Bund in’ the early 
hours of next morning whea it 
was ascertained that an entire block 
‘of houses and shops on the east bank 
of the Loh Kah Doo river, Pootung, 
had been gulted. 

‘One entire unit of 60 men of the 
‘Yangking Merchants’ Volunteer Corps 
was called out to help the fre-fight- 
ing, while a second unit helped the 
police to maintain peace and order. 

‘The fire originated from a firewood 
shop on the south side of the block 
‘and soon five huge piles of reeds 
were alighted, ‘Tho Sames spread so 
quickly that in the matter of a few 
minutes the surrounding houses and 
shops which were much lower than 
the piles eaught alight. 

‘The Koh Ka Doo river is one of 
the tributaries of the | Whangpoo 
running across Pootung, and the 
block involved in the blaze was cut 
off on both sides by two erecks, tri- 
butaries of the river.

Wreck Towed More Than 
100 Feet to Shore 


Eighty feet of the starboard side of 
the hull of the Hervar, which was 
sunk in a collision with the ss 
Tungtuck last’ December 17, 
visible Tate on Thureday aft 

after she had been dragged more than 
100 feet trom the Chantiel to a point 
closer to the Pootung shore. “Lying 
fon her side, the vessel was visible 
from a point about 15 feet back of 
hher bow to her bridge, as well as 
part of hier decks. 

‘The work of raising and pulling 
the Hervar in closer to shore to a 
point where she was nearly ready to 
bbe beached, was accomplished by tho 
process of lightening her weight, First 

‘scooped away from her 
sides and as much inside as was poss- 
ible.

‘The lifting of the Hervar was uc- 
complished by four big lighters, two 
fon each side of her. To these lighters 
were attached ten cables which went 

round underneath the hull of the 
ship. When all was in readiness more 
‘than 100 men manned tho wiuches, 
and finally got the vessel off the 
bottom of the river, She was raised 
‘off the bottom, and was floating suf- 
ciently so that she could bo pulled 
towards the shore. 

‘The pulling was done by 30. men 
who manned a winch on the shore. 
A six inch cable ran from the wreck 
to the shore, and the men on the 
winch yradually pulled the ship 
closer to land,

Mr. Wray remarked that the 
$40,000,000 was the result first of all 
of on inventory in 1934 of the utd 
company's plant that was then in 
use, That inventory was appraised 
at its value on August 5, 1930. ‘The 
Dalance of the amount was made up 
of the cost of the new plant and 
property constructed since 1980, Tn 
other words, the value of the old 
property now in use, plus the cost 
of the new property eénstructed since 
1930 amounted. to. $40,000,000. 

Depreciation Practice 

A member having asked how de- 
preeiation was handled between 193 
and 1034, Major Brown alluded to 
the practice .of all telephone com- 
panies who want to preserve thelr 
capital intact, of getting a commun 
depreciation percentage for the whole 
of the property. This was "done 
step by step, by determining the lite 
of every item of the plant, and 
multiplying by capital investment for 
each item. If the percentage were 
applied to the whole plant in Yele- 
phone companies, it amounted to 1% 
er cent, per annum; in all systems 
that percentage had to be set aside 
for amortization of the capital. 

Replying to a further question, Me. 
Wray sald there was no depreciation 
fund as such, but a depreciation 
reserve, which was a liability ac 
count. This practice was the 











prescribed method in the United 
States. 

Major Brown pointed out thet it 
was to the advantage both of the 


company and the subscriber that 
epreciation should be dealt with in 
this way, since the revenue required 
hhad to be earned on $34,000,000 in- 
stead of $40,000,000. 

In considering “Expenditure on 
Central Office Equipment,” a mem- 
ber asked whether the fact that the 
conversion was earried out so quickly 
had finally made the total cost greater 
or less. Major Brown replied that 
it was a difficult question to answer, 

ince two opposing factors had to be 
welgbed against one ancther, On 
the one hand, for the work to be: 
done in this selentitic manner, itty 
ngineers had to be brought’ from 
all over the world, which of course| 
added to the cost; at the same time, 
‘through the employment of this high 
‘rade professional assistance, the 
Work was organized and finished in 
record time, thus reducing the period 
for which the whole staff had to be| 
paid. Possibly in the final estimates 
the cost would be slightly increased 
by this procedure, but it was dif. 
tieult to ‘state this with certainty 

‘Time Not Unreasonable 

‘The member asked if it wax in 
the experts’ opinion, an unreasonable| 
Fequest that the conversion should 
he made within two years, and Major 
Brown replied that it was not un- 
reasonable, 

‘The question having been raised 
‘as to the means by which the com- 
pany safeguarded itself agains: 
exchange fluctuation, the Treasurer 
‘and Controller observed that the 
‘company settled exchange at what it 
considered a suitable rate and time 
On the whole the subscriber had, on 
lance, no reason to be dissatistied. 

Major Brown, in the course of 
further discussion, sald it was desir- 
able that the Counell should ap. 
preciate the care taken to insure 
jproper control of the Telephone 
‘Company's labour and other opern- 
tions. “He considered that" the 
{telephone industry had arranged 
labour control, as regards measure of 
‘output and similar matters, belte: 
than any other industry of which 
hhe had experience. ‘The Special 
Telephone Committee had always 
avoided, so far as possible, making 
‘direct comparison with other coun- 
les, because of the varying local 
conditions. Even in one eystem, 
‘where the workers might be expected 
to have practically the same degree 
of skill, the results varied conside:- 
ably. ‘With regard to local labour, 

‘did not think the Chinese them: 
elves would claim that they had ss: 
much experience as British oF 
American operatives in the tmain- 
tenance of this kind of plant. 

Considering “Cost of ‘Operations| 
jand Maintenance,” the experts ex- 
Dressed the opinion that there is no 
possibility of reducing the cost of 
equipment and plant until it can be 
constructed either in China itself or 
cleser than is ut present possible. 

Expense Not Too High 

Attention was drawn to the total 
ion being $46.20, and 
ive figures were asked for-| 
/Major Brown replied that the cost :n 
[China was about $95, and in Japan 
$97, There were many reasons £0 
expenditure in Shanghai being 
higher, mest of which had been 
indicated in the report. 

‘A member pointed ‘out that <n 
important factor was the number of 
foreign officials of the company, who 
were more highly paid than Chinese 
would be, but without whom it wold 
bbe hopeless to expect such larg? 
‘investments of foreign capital in the 
system. 

‘Mr. "Wray observed that only 
companies were under the same 
jurisdiction and on the same 
standards could comparisons —pos- 
sibly be made profitably. In 
the United States ‘the courts had 
generally rejected rates charged in 
one city as a basis of the measure of 
ates that should be charged in an-| 
other city. 

‘Major Brown supported this by 
clailing the various unfair compari- 
sons which were constantly made 












































Yetween British and American costs, 


Major H. Brown, 0.8.x. 
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overlooking the factor of the much 
greater amount of underground work 
in Great Britain. He did not regard 
the cost in Shanghai as unduly high 
in relation to the service provided. 
In Shanghat the underground service 
‘was, in most districts, taken almost 
direct to the premises. 

‘The question of message rate tariff 
was next discussed. attention being 
drawn to public opinion expressed in 
the Press and otherwise. Major 
Brown said he had recelved and 
‘considered several hundreds of letters 
and articles, He was of opinion that 
the majority of these were from 
eople who had used the system in 
an unfair manner. He detailed 
several cases of abuse which he had 
personally Investigated. Such cases, 
‘be considered, were the reason why 
practically all telephone administra 
tions in the world had discarded ‘he 
flat rate system. In 1921 the House 
of Commons Committee in England 
‘considered this matter, and reported 
that the fat rate system was sup- 
Ported only by those people who 
were “making the most use of it", 
and by “use” in this connection 
“unfair use” was implied. The Special 
‘Committee, he said. wished to prevent | 
anyone being able to make 2,000 calls 
2 month at the precent flat rate; but, 
3 Indicated in the report, over half 
of the residential subseribers would 
get the service at a lower rate than 
they were paying. 


Profit from Small User 


‘Mr. Wray expressed the opinion 
that with the flat rate system the 
‘ccmpany made its profit on the small 
user. It lest money on the large 
ser. “Any gain jt made must be out 
of the pocket of the small users. whe 
were incidentally paying part of the 
cost of the service which was being 
‘enjoyed by the large user. A further 
point also arose: if the flat rate sche. 
‘dule were inereased, the number of 
telephones in use would be reduced, 
‘and the value of the service generally 
‘would be correspondingly less. This 
‘was not a good thing from the point 
of view of the economic and. social 
life of Shanghai. The adcption of a 
measured schedule, in which the 
‘small user got a falr chance, facilit- 
‘ated exactly the opposite tendency: he 
‘was encouraged to take the service: 
the number of telephones was thereby 
increased; and the service as a whole 
was ‘made more valuable. That in 
short was the philosophy of the mea- 
sured service. 

‘A member asearted that the major- 
ity of ‘small users, who were stated 
to be the beneficiaries of the message 
ate, were in favour of the flat rate. 
‘The'fat rate, it was also argued, pro- 
vided easier means of controlling 
income; a 10 per cent. return was 
‘Guaranteed the company, and it was 
easier to give neither more nor less 
{han 10 per cent. by means of the flat 
ra 


Major Brown ssid that the Tele- 
phone Special Committee did not 
retend that the estimated shrinkage 
of calls, which it had reckoned at 
‘37% per cent, was an exact figure. 
It was a compromise between the 
50 per cent. decrease experienced in 
‘Japan and the 25 per cent. decrease 
in Great Britain. In Great Britain 
there was not a high calling rate 
when the message rate system was 
introduced. “In Shanghai there was 
@ high calling rate, and so there was 
‘reaier possibility ‘and likelihoed of 
reduction. The possibility of curtali- 
ment was very great It would cer- 
tainly be more than 25 per cent, and 
‘hight be more than 37% per cent. 
Mr. Wray observed that in the 








United States, telephone companies 
Were limited to what was considered 
to be a fair return on the value of 
the property.

Return Not Abnormal 


Major Brown further pointed out} 
that the return on eapital given in 
Shanghal was not abnormal. A 
similar return had been received in 
Copenhagen for a period of 20 years, 
‘and the Bell Companies in America 
had received 8 per cent. to 9 per cent, 

In the course of further discussion, | 
Major Brown said that the Mat rate 
system was entirely inequitable, and

Following further questions,  the| 
experts pointed out that if the 'Tele- 
Dhont Company's profit exceeded 10 
Fer cent. rate reduction could be 
Slaimed. “The message rate necessit- 
fated approximate figures, and was to| 
that extent not s0 dependable as the| 
fat rate, but the point wes of no 
importance ‘in relation “to those 
already outlined. If the flat rate con-| 
tinued, the Council would inevitably 
‘be compelled to agree to a very big! 
expenditure—probably_ $3,000.000—for| 
new Central Exchange. The equip- 
ment in the Central district would 
provide for 10,000 subseribers at a 
ormal ealling rate. ‘With the present 
‘high calling rate there was provision 
for several thousand ess. Unless the 
calling rate were made more normal 
in the near future, another 10,000, 
unit would have ‘to be provided in 
the business district of Shanghai as

improve. 

‘The Chairman stated that he under 
stood the gist of the discussion  at| 
the moment to be this: revenue can 
be more quickly and accurately 
‘estimated on a fat rate than on a mes- 
‘sage rate basis, though the Telephone | 
Committee consider that even on a 
message rate the approximation can 
be fairly close. They also consider 
the advantages of the messoge rate 
system 30 far outweigh this consi- 
deration as to make it very definitely | 
desirable. He reminded members that| 
before the experts arrived, the com- 
eny, in negotiations with ‘the Coun- 
cil, offered for one year to credit any| 
increase in revenue to a tariff revision| 
account, in the event of a message 
rate being adopted.

Simple Mechantem 

In reply to questions, Major Brown 
said that of all forms’ of mechanism, 
which were simple and not likely to 
Get out of order, the telephone sub-| 
seriber's meter was. one of the most| 
reliable.

‘Addendum to Long Report 
Received by S.M.C. 


‘An addendum to the report of the 
‘Telephone Special Committee was be- 
fore the Public Utilities Commitiee of 
the Munleipal Couneil for considera. 
tion on Thursday evening. In forward 
ing the addendum to the Couneil the 
experts stated:— 

“At the meeting of the Public 
Utilities Committee held on October 
28 we were requested to prepare a 
reply to paragraph IIT of the Terms 
of Reference. We have now done this. 
‘Tho reason why we did not do so in 
the main report is stated clearly on 
page 1 of that report.” 

‘The addendum ig as follows:—

Regarding the effects of the United 
States silver policy on China's econo- 
my, the Mission declared that. the 
beneficial effect which had been pre-| 
dicted for the policy was “incorrect,” 
and stated that the result was “op 
posite from what was anticipated. 
‘The members of the Mission denied, 
however, that the worldwide. silve 
purchases were to blame for the| 
collapse of the expanding real-estate 
‘market in Shanghal, which, it main 
tained, was due to an “over-ambiti- 
ous Diuiding programme and also 
unwise speculation in realty.” 
Frankly assessing the workings of 
the American silver policy in the Far 
East, Mr. Forbes and his colleague: 
‘sald, "There is no doubt whatever 
‘that'the situation has been aggravated 
and accentuated by the silver pur- 
chases, which rendered a dangerous 
situation panicky. 


Why Depression came 

‘The Mission's report quoted a me- 
‘morandum by Dr. H. H, Kung, Minis- 
fer of Finance of the Chinese Na 
tonal Government, which he pi 
pared for the Forbes group in Jui 
Dealing with the unfavourable effects 
of the United States silver policy, the| 
memoradum asserted “the depression 
has come to China chiefly as a result 







































of external forces. affecting ¢he| 
country's economic life, notably re- 
duced purchasing power. Other 





‘dons increased the value of China's| 
silver currency in terms of the lead-| 
ing currencies, which had been in- 
fluenced by the currency policies of 
the governments concerned....It Is 
obvious that China's present’ econo-

BRITISH UNIVERSITD 
And Scientific Research 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Canwa Dany News" 

Sm—I gather from to-day's issue 
that the Couneil of the local Durham 
University Society has decided against 
the merging of this Society in a moro 
‘comprehensive seciety including many 
or all of the northern universities 
Perhaps there is something to be said 
in favour of this decision although 
this tendency “to congregate apart” 
is so essentially British. The dis-| 
cussion, however, raises the possibility 
‘of @ solution of the problem raised 
by my last letter on this subject. 

‘So far as I ean judge what so many’ 
university graduates in China need 
4s that stimulation to their Scientific 
‘ard Industrial Research in the in- 
terests of China and the world which| 
cen only be obtained through some 
such form of asseclation as a univer= 

society usually gives. Might not| 
ls need be amet by the formation| 
of a British Universities Research, 
Society for membership of which all 
graduates of British — universities 
should be eligible? If such a society 
fc to be formed it should be at the 
instigation of such a society as the| 
Durham University Society and any| 
other university cecleties already in 
existance as all graduates of 
universities naturally “look to the 
slready constituted bodies for a lead. 
T would just like to add that having 
hed considerable experience in the| 
formation of societies it seems to me} 
that one of the chief functions of| 
Such a society should be social rather 
than too academic: highly selentitc| 
‘papers are proverbially dry and can 
now-a-days appeal to few but to meet 
‘with brother workers and have the 
opportunity of discussing dificulties 
48 usefully stimulating. At least once 
a year there should be a “show” ia 
‘correspondence with that held by the 
Royal Society for instance. I would 
further suggest that the net should 
be cast wide and no spirit of ex- 
lusiveness be allowed to develop. 1 
‘would remind the pure scientists that 
fone of the best bits of pure sclentife 
research of recent years—that of Mr 
‘W. T. Astbury on the Wool Molecule 
Dearing upon both Physics and 
Blology—is being carried out in tho 
‘Textile Industries Department of the 
University of Leeds—a Technological 
department. 

Personally being in Shanghal only 
temporarily the question of _ the| 
formation of such a society can have 
ttle importance to me but from 
several to whom 1 bave spoken 
gether that such a society would be 
‘mere than acceptable. T therefore} 
hope that leaders of British Univer- 
sity matters in China will put thelr 
shoulders to the wheel and prove

RUBBER COMPANIES 
Need for Economy 


‘To the Editor of the 


“Nonru-Ciana Dany’ News" 
‘Smj—Referring to Mr, N. W. Hick 
tune's letter of October 31, published 
in your issue of November 1, the 
majority of Shanghai rubber com- 
panies are managed by two firms of 
‘agents, The work done is, it is be- 
Vieved, mainly routine clerical’ work. 
It is reasonable to argue that if the: 
work were performed by a single 
handling all the thirty ‘odd 
companies concerned, the cost should 
be considerably reduced. 

In Malaya both firms work through 
a single company for sake of economy 

"The question of im- 
portance to shareb “why 
should not the Directors effect the 
same economy in Shanghai?” 

‘The whole question of the effiel- 
eney and expense of the manage- 
ment of Shanghai rubber companies 
is one that needs looking into very 
urgently, As Mr. Hicxtine pointed 
out, the Agents ‘representing these 
companies are not appointed in per- 
petuily. From time to time the 
agency agreements expire and sh: 
holders who wish to safeguard thelr 
own interests should see to it that 
the agreements are not renewed until 
they have been’ consulted, In view 
of what has been said on this sub- 
Ject I think most Directors will agree 
that in their interests also, they 
should consult shareholders ' before 
renewing Agents’ agreements, 

When the time comes to consider 
expiring agreements, » shareholders 
should insist that they are renewed 
on competitive terms, that is to say, 
on the same terms as the work is 
done by many competent and ex- 
erienced firms in Singapore, 

Tt is high time that the heavy 
charges imposed on the Shanghai 
rubber companies were reduced, 

A very necessary step is to en- 
quire when the current agency agree- 
ments expire, and to join the Shar 
holders Protection Association 50 
that concerted action may be taken 
to remedy the present situation as 
Soon as possible.

13 feet, taking the forward deck as 
the level of measurement, If that 
‘were the level of measurement, it was 
Obvious that the light did not con- 
form with the regulations.

J, MeNelll sald that with regard. to 
the place of anchorage ot. the 
Lepanto, the captain consulted the 
Chinese pilot before anchoring, and, 
atter “anchoring, the navigatiag 
officer had taken’ a compass bearing 
and a cange finding distance, The 
distance and compass bearing could 
not have twen so far out as 1% 
cables, 

‘The defence had produced wit- 
nesses who had estimated distances 
by naked eye and at night. It way 
Impossible to set "these estimates 
‘against a position taken by means 
of instruments, especially when thoy 
differed so widely.

IMHE British people are determined to keep their word to Europe

in the Guildhall last night.

Sir Samuel then dealt with the 
British Government's attitude in the 
face of the foreign erisis.

We had raisee our 
Voice against the doctrine of force and 
We could not abandon friends of 
jpeace. | We had a great influence in 
the world, and it would have been a 
miserable ‘abdication not to exert it. 

“It was in these cireumstances that 
1 tried to give the League of Nations 
Jand to give the world, as simply and 
as plainly as I could, the British point, 

view. It matters not whether I 
fated or whether I succeeded. Tt 
matters not that many others would 
jhave accomplished the task " with 
fereater brilliance and effect. “The. 
fact remains that the opinion ¥ was 
Joxpressing was, and is, the opinion of 
ithe great majority of my fellow 
[countrymen.” 

Tt was here that the Foreign Secre-

Striving tor Peace 

“They are also. determined,

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ISOLATIONISM IN THE UNITED STATES 


Agitation Against Munition Makers: Public Sentiment 


Unfavourable

‘Washington, Oct. 8. 

‘The Ethiopian crisis found, in the 
United States, a ground strangely pre- 
pared by a long Spring and Summer 
inquisition into the private lives and 
public acts of the arms manufacturers 
of the United States and the rest of 
the world. ‘The interpretation of re- 
ent events has been profoundly in- 
fluenced by this background, 

‘The efforts of ‘Senators Nye and 
Vandenbergh succeeded in creating 3 
picture of the international scene into 
Which the conflict between Italy and 
Ethiopia could not at frst be Alted. 
‘Wars, in the simple beliet of these 
two Senators and their colleagues on 
the committee of enquiry, were due 
to the Machiavellian activities of 
munition makers who fomented dis- 
trust and hostility in thelr own and 
other nations in order to reap extra 
Profs. The Senators brought for- 
ward evidence showing enormous 
profits made’ by munitions makers 
during the the World War and cited 
Fecent instances In which governments 
had turned the blind eye on flagrant 
breaches of the spirit {f not the letter 
‘of International treaties by "private 
concerns. Tdealism and a sincere desire 
for peace appeared to exist rarely 
outside the confines of the United 
States legislative halls. Various Ex- 
ecutive departments of the govern- 
ment, notably the War, Navy, and 
State Departments were no better 
than they should be, while foreign 
xovernments universally were actu- 
fed by seTfish, greedy and materialist 














‘no reason why the parallel theory 
that governments were actuated by 
selfishly materialist motives should be 
abandoned, America’s wisest policy 
was to draw Jn the hem of her gar~ 
ment and take refuge from contamina- 
tlon in the most splendid of Isolations. 
Passage ot Neutrality Latw 

It was In this spirit that the Senate, 
towards the end of a crowded session, 
turned to the comprehensive problem 
of how to keep out of all future ware 
and began to discuss the passage of 
neutrality law. Senators "Nye, 
Vandenberg and others earnestly be 
Veved that America had been dragged 
into the great war partly by the pro- 
paganda of the Allies and partly by 
the selfish desires of munitions makers 
and others to make certain of their 
profits. ‘Their minds ran along such 
ines as a complete embargo on trade 
with warring nations, the marking of 
definite war zones in which American: 
ventured at their own risk, the pro- 
hibition of voluntary enlistment in 
foreign armies and the restriction of 
travel on ships of warring countries 
of in the territory of warring coun- 
tries. Freedom of the seas, which 
meant freedom to make money out 
‘of both hostile camps, was te be 
abandoned, 

‘The State Department seeing the 
shackles which were being prepared 
for it hurriedly brought its influence 
to bear to check these extravagances. 
It failed to secure the freedom of 
action which would enable it to dis- 
eriminate between two belligerents, 
between a victim stateand an aggressor 
state but it did succeed in securing 
passage of a Neutrality Act, (signed 
fon August Sist) which was in part a 
temporary stopgap ill Congress could 
discuss the problem in a Tess fevered 
atmosphere and in part an affirmation 
of State Department's permanent dis- 
armament poliey. 

US. Position in Present Crisis 

‘The neutrality act is the nucleous 
of the United States position in the 
present crisis. ‘The first section of the 
Act grants the President powers to 
deal with the immediate. situation 
which last tHIl February 29 next year, 
when Congress again will be in 
session and ready to consider the prob- 
Jem afresh. Upon the outbreak, of 
during the progress, of a war between 
two ar more states the President shall 
proclaim such fact and it shall im- 
‘mediately become unlawful to export 
such articles as the President shall 
designate to be arms, munitions or im- 
plements to war, this section provides. 
‘The President has discretion in twa 
directions. He need nol, however 
erce the battle rages. proclaim that 
a war exists, and if he proclaims a 
state of war he can make his defini- 
tions of implements of war elther 
broad or narrow. The Presiden’, this 
section further provides, may by’ pro 
clamation extend the embargo to other 
states who become involved in the 
war. Whether by design or poor

‘Registration of Armament Makers 
Section two provides for the per- 
manent registration of armament 
makers with the State Department 
Jand provides that they shall operate 
‘in future only upon’ licence. This 
licence eannot be refused except in 
eases where internal law or treaty 
obligation likely appears to be broken 
and is intended to enable the Govern- 
ment to keep track of all armament 
‘transactions. A National Munitions 
Control Board has been set up to 
Jeary out the provisions of this sec- 
‘tion. 

Section three deals with penalities 
to be applied to violators of section 
‘one, Section four lays down per~ 
manent instructions for the President 
in case of war in which the United 
[States is neutral. Ships which are 
uspected of carrying supplies of any 





port while any vessel previously 
known to have taken supplies may be 
detained. Section five gives the Presi 

dent power to forbid by proclama- 
tion the use of United States ports to 
the submarines of belligerents. Sec- 
tion six gives the President powers 
to forbid America cltizens to travel 
jon the vessels of belligerents. ‘The 
remaining sections discuss penalities 
|These sections are aimed at preventing 
Jdimculties which arose in during the 
[Great War and are the fragmentary 
sections of a much broader neutrality 
fact to be passed in the future. 

‘To Fortity Economie Sanctions 


‘The Neutrality Act, whether Con- 
gress intended it or'not, is an in- 
Jstrument placed in the hands of the 
President ‘which could be wed to 
Htortity any economic sanctions which 
ithe League wished to apply. Its em- 
[bargo provisions would mainly affect 
aly and thus, if a broad inferpreta- 
ion of war supplies were adopted, 
strengthen the economic blockade. 
[But the President in using this weapon 
must take into consideration public 
Jopinion and the various groups bring 
Ing their influence to bear on the 
White House, 

‘The wide publicity given during the 
past year to the activities of munitions 
makers has prepared the country for 
the acceptance of drastic restrictions 
upon those who seek to make a profit 
out of war but it as also led them 
to believe in the general selfishness 
and greed of all’ nations, Great 
Britain is therefore represented in a 
wide section of the press as opposing, 
Italy because the Tatler power has 
challenged her supremacy in the 
/Mediterranean. Pleas that America, 
should help to preserve peace are put 
down as subtle British propayanda 
Intended to disguise the fact that the 
[United States is actually being asked 
to preserve the British Empire. 
"Dont let's be fooled again. We got 
nothing out of the last war but a 
packet of ill-wilt and a bundle of bad 
Jdebts.” cry these volces. The pre- 
servation of peace is held to be no 
Jeoncern of Ameriea. All she should 
‘be concerned with is the preservation 
lof neutrality.

‘The State Department in face of this 
attitude must move very cautiously. 
There is little doubt that the Depart-

- to her own country and, to appease 
her own home public of millions of 
young rivals of the Miss England 
with the marvellous fresh com- 
plexion, she comments on the 
shabby way the, English girl 
dresses—"so dowdy, my dear, and 
they never look after themselves 
the least bit.” This is modern social 
diplomacy for it leaves honours 
equally divided and still maintains 
the rivalries in national pulchritude 
which saw their birth in the Greek 
girl's envy of Helen of Troy, the 
Roman girl’s jealousy of Cleopatra 
who entranced Mark Antony, the 
“ greatest of them all, and find ‘their 
modern parallel in international 
beauty contests, with mythical and 
problematical fame at Hollywood as 

‘the distant prize. 





For years now there have been 
these accepted standards of dress, 
beauty and figure deprecatory to the 
English girl and probably based on 
a knowledge of antiquated mid- 
Victorian fashion plates and rules 
of convention. Paris has long been 
given the monopolistic rights to 
‘woman's fashions, although there 
are a number of Englishmen who 
‘seem to keep their names before the 
eyes of the fashion world. It has 
been said for the glorification of the 
French girl that she was born with 
@ genius for smart clothes and a 
nice appreciation of her own figure 
and, given a few rags, a button or 
‘two and a needle and thread sho 
is able to clothe herself in a way 
that makes Mayfair hostesses turn 
green with envy. In later years, 
this claim has been vigorously dis- 
puted in favour of the American 
girl who, enjoying a higher standard 
of living which commanded the 
fashions and materials of the world, 
blessed with an aesthetic apprecia~ 
tion of her beauty possibilities and 
encouraged to exploit them by the 
unbounded adoration of the opposite 
sex, has become the ruling thterna~ 
tional standard. He would be an 
ungallant American, possessing little 
pride in the beautiful women of his 
race, who would not say, as every 
Englishmen visiting the United 
States is told: “Ah, but our girls 
are the most beautiful in the world 
and certainly the best dressed.” 
‘This eaves the English girl only 
with her soft, pink complexion, 
something redolent of the roses that 
grow in Surrey gardens and 
Hampton Court, and the envy of 
foreign visitors, to console her inner 
Jongings. 











But how far is this estimate cor- 
Tect in a world where the science of 
cosmetics is able to dim the 
fragance of Hampton Court roses, 
where exercise can perfect the most 
imperfect figure, where treatment 
can iron the ravages of age, fine 
clothes transform plainness without 
the magic of Cinderella's fairy 
godmother and heads of hair appear 
at command with beauty and, 
colours as diverse as the rainbow! 
if only fashion dares command? 
After all, the old essayist back in 
the seventeenth century only a few| 
years after the knights and courtiers 
at Elizabeth's court had ceased cing- 
ing her charms—painted though 
they may have been—was a good 
judge of English beauty when he 
wrote “If that which is the mose 
ancient be best, then the face that 
one is born with, is better than is} 
that is borrowed. Nature is more 
ancient than Art, and Art is allowed 
to help Nature, but not to hurt it.”

Realtors Perturbed at Recent Judgments: Peculiar 
Provision of the Law Dangerous

‘Two cases recently decided by the 
Special District Court judges are 
creating a great. deal of perturbation 
4n real estate circles for they reveal a 
peculiar provision of law on the one. 
hand, tind a diversity of opinion. 
‘among the judges as to how it should 
‘be administered, 

‘Within yecent ‘months groups of 
tenants have" come together for the 
purpose of securing reductions in 
their rentals, Not because in the 
‘main the landlords or their represent 
‘tives have been unreasonable in the 
‘adjustment of rents to the ability of 
their tenants to pay, but because it 
was fancied by the originators of the 
‘movement that corporate action woula 
secure better resulls than individuat 
‘negotiation, These organizations, how 
ever, have not always been formed by 
‘eople with clean bills of health in 
the matter of the payment of rents, 
for in a number of instances the 
Jeader has been found to be one who, 
having fallen a long way in arreat 
has sought by stirring up this parti- 
cular form of agitation elther to 
avold or delay final payments and 1m 
any event to obtain a reduction not 
only of his future rent, but of that 
which is already owing.

that the decision of the Court itself 
hhas brought about the depreciation. 
‘The second, it is contended, correctly 
Interprets the Jaw as it stands and is 
in all senses the more serious. from 
the point of view of the real estate 
holder.

doing so which 1 has already been 
shown i capable of capricious inter- 
pretation. 

Property as Security 

It is here suggested that in addition 
to making those changes which have 
already been suggested. in connection 
ith mortgages, attention might be 
liven fo the maiter under review be- 
ouse, ws has already been pointed out 
the existing aw and posible methods 
of ite eppieation constitute a serious 
danger, and an obstacie to what after 
Sis ¢ very necessary business—the 
lending of money against property as 
security.

‘Spécial Circumstances ~ 

It is a matter of simple logic to 
argue that, ifthe landlord ean obtain 
ihe same rental {rom anew tenant, 
there has in fact been no’ decrease In 
the value of the property, but that an 
order from the ‘court would bring 
Shout just suck 2 reduction, and the 





























result upon the mortgageabie value of 


the premises consequently has to 
suffer proportionate diminution. 

‘The ‘analogy which it has been 
sought to draw between the Rent 
Restriction Act in Britain and Article 
442 is not a good one. Conditions are 
not the same. In the case of the 
former it was a piece of special post- 
| war legislation drafted for the purpose 
of preventing landords taking’ a pro- 
Ateering advantage of the housing 
shoriage, especially with regard to 
properties of moderate and low 
renlals. ‘There is no shortage here 
‘and there is all the evidence in the 
world to prove that landlords have 
‘hot been profiteering. 

“There is yet another aspect of the 
matter {o which serious consideration 
should be given. As the Article has 
been interpreted in one action it may 
very well have the effect of granting 
to the tenant a lease in perpetuity, 
{for it would seem clear that so long 
as the tenant continued to pay re- 
gularly the reduced rent as ordered 
‘by the Court, it would be impossible 
for the landlord to secure q termina 
tion of the tenancy. 


‘Term of Tenancy 

It might be possible to bring for- 
ward a prospective tenant to say he 
would willingly pay the higher rental, 
Dut the fact that he might eventually 
pay it for only a month would 
undoubtedly be held by the Court to 
be no proof of the increase in value of 
‘the premises. If the tenant on the 
other hand agreed to pay the in- 
creased rent for a fairly lengthy 
period, the Court could very well 
‘argue that as this involved a lease for 
term, and not a monthly tenancy 
Such a$ covered by the Article, the 
landlord's application and the arrange- 
ment he had come to with a pro- 
spective tenant were designed to re- 
‘move the property from the operation 
lof the Article which is under criticism. 

‘From a munlelpal point of view! 
the logical operation of Article 442 
would be unfortunate, for it places: 
in the hands of a third party, the 
Court, power to effect reductions 
‘which if carried out on the scale some 
of the agitators desired, would result 
in considerable diminution in muni- 
clpal revenue at the very time when 
such is least desirable. 


‘Litigation Costs 
‘These practical difficulties which the 
presence of the Article on the statute 
books ereates are by no means all. It 
Is possible for a tenant who does not 
intend to pay to force landlords to £0 
through lengthy processes of law, to 
recover outstandings, and even when 
they have succeeded in their claims 
they have been faced with the fact 
that during the lengthy process of 
Utigation, further arrears have ac- 
Jcumulated and the same weary process 
of recovery has again to be com- 
menced. 
In taking all these facts into con- 
sideration it should be remembered 
that the question involved is one 
which concerns Chinese property 
‘owners just as seriously as foreign, 
with this added fact that more pro- 
erty is held in Shanghal by Chinese 
than by foreigners. Nor is the matter 
urely a local question. ‘The A¥ticle 
8 part of the Civil Code is applicable 
erever the authority of Nanking 
runs. ‘There is little to justify the 
beliet that the necessary amendment 
‘of the law would be a matter of any 
‘great ditieulty. That it is imperatively 
necessary the facts indicate, and the 
sooner the letting of premises is 
allowed to be governed solely by the 
law of supply and demand, without 
the intervention of artificial restrie- 
tions for which there cannot at this 
Juneture be any reasonable justifc

Mineral Wealth 

‘Kwangsi is rich in mineral deposits 
such as gold, silver, copper, iron, tin, 
Jeed, "zinc," tungsten, mangan 
molybdenum, bismuth, antimony, 
coal, arsenic, and others. 

‘Tin is most abundant In Kwangsl. 
‘The area of the tin mines in Fu He 
Chung district is about 635 sq. 1. and 
the estimated tin ore is about, 
1,882,500 tons. From January to July 
1925 ‘about 900,000 catties of pure tin 
were produced. ‘The working of the 
mines'is by two different methods, 
the old crude way and the modern 
way, but most of the larger plants 
are modern now which is to say thelr 
methed is to pump water through & 
tube to the walls of the mine and 
the soll brought down by the water 
juto troughs where the tin ore, being 
‘heavier, sinks to the bottom. By this 
method, one cuble foot of soll can 
Produce one ounce of tin, 

‘The Provinelal Government and 
later Mr, Dun Che Ju together opened 
8 tin factory on which $100,000 was. 
spent and made a profit of $500,000 
last year. ‘There are many other tin 
mining companies, the best being the 
‘Tsi-Hwa Company, in its arrangement 
and management. which produces| 
40,000 catties of tin a month. Accord 
img to market price, every picul of 
Here tin is worth $120. As 100 catties 
%nake one picul, Ts\-Hwa ean monthly 
produce $48,000 worth of tin, 


w Pin Ore is Obtained 


Some manufactories export thelr 
tin in a purified condition, some just 
send the raw material away. To 
ottain tin from the ore, the latter 
s mixed. with charcoal in the pro- 
vortion half and half. and reasted. 
By this way, tin of 9.5 per cent 
purity can be obtained but thi 
method can be improved to get 
bigher percentage of purity and if the 
furnace can be worked on a large 
scale, through many companies in 
co-operation, the cost of the extrac- 
tion will still be lower. There must 
siso be some tin ore carried away 
by the muddy water on the top of 
the troughs which, if care is taken 
fo improve the method, can give 2 
larger percentage of tin from the 
present waste, 


Tungsten Deposits 
Kun-cheng is rich in tungsten and 
vesed to engage 3.000 to 4,000 men in 
‘he mines producing 100-to 200 tons 
of metal monthly. The old method 
used in all places where the metal 
‘easy to oblain has left all the dif- 
ficult places undeveloped and the 
workmen, before leaving a place, had 
the habit’ of blocking the entrance 50 
at it would be dificult for others 
to open again. ‘The Government 
should step in and not allow any 
company not equipped with modern 
machinery to open mines. 

Near the “Water cliff” of Chung 
Shan county there is also tungsten 
ore. ‘The country people use the 
crude method of washing and can 
roduce about 2,000 catties a month. 
In China there is still no place where 
Pure tungsten is oblained from its 
‘ores, therefore the raw metal is most- 
ly exported to other countries. Every 
Bundred eatties of ore is worth at 
resent $46 in Hongkong money, or 
In other words $772 Hongkong money 
2 ton. Tungsten is used in manu- 
facturing armaments and higher 
grode steel and is also used in making 
Blaments for electric bulbs. 

‘China ought to study the extrac- 
tion of tungsten from its ores and 
not allow the valuable raw material 
‘out of the country at low prices. It 
4s earned that the Academia Sinica 
cf the Central Government can pro- 
duce ferro-tungsten out of the ore

Coal and iron. play an important 
fart in the economic system of the 
provice. Coal is found in many 
pleces in “Kwangsi but good mines 
fhat can be easily worked are few 
‘and transportation is very dimeult, 
For these reason the coal industry 
hhag not been well developed. 

Near Si-Wan of Chung Shan there 
{is a mine estimated to contain rough 
Ty 10,000,000 tons of coal. This coal 
contains 28 per cent. of volatite 
matter, 60 per cent, of ‘fixed carbon, 
‘and two per cent, of sulphur. In the 
Chin Dynasty the government started 
work on the mine and the old 
mechinery which Chang Che-Tung 
hed installed is still there, Poor 
communication stopped the work. 
Now the mines are worked in a small 
way by private interests and can only 
produce a little over 10 tons of coal 
2 day. It js conveyed to the “Water 
Clift” mining district by motor trucks 
for fuel used in the mines, To stop 
private concerns opening the mines 
by old methods and to supply mining 
companies with cheap power yen- 
crated on a large scale, the govern- 
ment has decided to instal a steam 
electric power plant near the mine 
vosing the locally produced coal for 
fuel. ‘The power thus generated can 
‘be used to open the mines of Fu-Ho- 
Chung with modern methods, 

Anthracite Deposits 

Ho-than in Chien Kiang contains 
anthracite, It is about 100 Il from the 
town, but communication is not con- 
venient, so only a limited amount 
under’ 100 tons a day) of coal is 
transported by motor trucks to Chien 
Kiang, then by boat to Wuchow. then 
to Canton, This mine is estimated to 
contain about 24,000,000 tons of coal.

‘This process is 
sometimes repeated three or four 
times and the iron produced is used 
we make utensils in the kitchen and 
tools for farmers. Smaller iron mines 
ore dotted all ‘over the province, 
Near Kwai Hsien the mine is rich in 
hematite which contains 60 per cent.
